CGhese Quotas 


““Ouota ” is a term with which we have 
all become very familiar in recent months, 
and day by day new quota orders are 
being published restricting the import of 
this and that commodity in this country. 
So far as Europe is concerned, France 
was virtually the first country to bring 
the quota system for restriction of im- 
ports into play, and, allied with high 
tarifis, it is undoubtedly effective, In 
France to-day the same quota’ system ‘is 
being applied to people as well as to cem- 
modities, and the employment , of 
‘foreigners is being considerably restricted. 
For some years after the War unemploy- 
ment was unknown in France, especially 
in the building trade. The work of re- 
building the devastated areas employed 
many thousands, and, as there were not

“Morning Glory” : 


From Our CINEMA CoRRESPONDENT. 


What a dull film “ Morning Glory ” 
would have been if anyone but Katharine 
Hepburn had been chosen as its star! It 
is not that the material itself is dull, but 
that it does not.seem to be the kind which 
is suitable for the screen. Careful 
analysis of motive and the slow develo 
ment of character are the novelist’s work, 
and only a novelist could deal properly 
with ‘this study of the young girl who 
comes to New York in the hope of becom- 
ing a great actress, and who finds in the 
end that the price for fame is a high one. 
The films are too democratic for these 
subtleties; they have no time for them, 
and they were not called ‘“ moving 
pictures ’’ for nothing. Visible movement 
is their speciality, and we should not ask 
them to go too far outside it. 

As a “vehicle” for Miss Hepburn, 
however, no better story could have been 
chosen, She was very good in “' Little 
Women," but she did not dominate it, or 
concentrate our attention on herself, to 
the same extent as she does in “ Morning 
Glory.” She gives an interpretation 
of callow youth that is amazingly vivid 
and true—at times, indeed, the sentimental 
vanity of the young girl is shown with 
a frankness that is almost embarrassing, 
as if one were shown the pages of a school. 
girl’s diary. It is a study in immaturity, 
and Miss Hepburn has played it in a 
way which marks her ds a really fine 
actress, making the character live in a. 
manner which one would hardly have 
believed possible. Adolphe Menjou and 
the younger Douglas Fairbanks are both 
very good in this picture, but one hardly 
hem-—they only act their parts, 
| while Miss Hepburn seems to live hers. 

And yet we have seen better pictures in 
which there has been worse acting.

CELTIC LEAGUE 


For two hundred years Irish blood has 
poured into “thosé lands which form the 
Commonwealth overséas—® _ (mark this) 
yet more copiously into the United en be 
‘America.

There is an obvious case for a 
partnership with countries im which our own 
settled, whether they first went 
willingly or.not.. For better or worse, we 
have ties with the countries in q i 
they are, in" some sort, a unit, i marks 
out the Common ane the States as 
allies, a suitable basis for a League. 

Could we not hope to see the Commor 
wealth made to embrace the United States? 
This would give the world not a British 
Commonwealth—for the Yankees, like our- 
selves, will not consent te be called British, 
a term that refers back only to one of these 
two islandsbut ah Anglo-Celtic Common- 
wealth or League. The late Conan Doyle 


laboured for the adoption of this latter | 


epithet. ** Anglo-Saxon” excludes the 
Scots, Welsh and Irish; “ British” excludes 
the Irish;* but “ Anglo-Celtic”? is a term 


that embraces them all, and describes as 


accurately as such terms can the peoples of 
these islands, and of the Dominions oversea 
and of the United States. 

An Anglo-Celtic League of Nations, all 
equal and free, would give the world peace. 
lis international prestige and power would 
be decisive. For Britain there would be a 
that she has Jost in the last 
twenty years against Continental dangers; 
for America there would be a recovery of 
status through affiliation with the Old World; 
for Ireland unity and rest. Economically 
there would be a cancellation of all debts 
between the participating States, so that 
the American debt and the annuities dispute 
would be ended at a stroke. The dollar and 
the pound sterling, adjusted and stabilised, 
and made the common standard for the 
AncloCeltic world, would make the Anglo- 
Celtic League secure against fresh monetary 
convulsions. There would be mutual pre- 
ference, so that the League would become 
economically self-sufficient, and could conquer 
unemployment and depression. 


ll—HOW TO END PARTITION 


Most of your readers, I dare say, will agree 
with the grandeur of this conception, although 
not all will care much for the matter of a 
name. What I ask to be considered is this— 
that, in Ireland, in our little land, there is 
the keystone to such a bridge between the Old 
World and the New. While Ireland is 
partitioned there never can be Anglo- 
American peace. If there were war to-morrow, 
partitioned Ireland would revolt. again and 
the American-Irish would act as before. 
Therefore, Ireland must be appeased. Ireland 
appeased would rally te the new idea the 
very forces which hitherto she has used 
against England. Would not Ireland be proud 
of partnership in a League with America; 
which is as much to her as the Dominions to 
England’? While, too, Catholic Ireland has a 
creat claim on the States, Protestant Ireland 
has a big claim there, too; and both have a 
cereal claum in Australia. While Protestant 
Ireland boasts of her governers, engineers, 
and other great lailders of nations, in the 
lands that I have called Anglo-Celtic, Catholic 
Ireland boasts that she has given them their 
missionaries and Catholic hierarchies, They 
are Catholic Ireland's spiritual empire, Thes, 
Ireland appeased, would be a tinding force 
bevond all expectation. 

How can partition. be: ended and Leland 
appeased’ i am clear on this. Let England 
surrender to Northern Ireland the “ 2eserved 
powers ’’ which were held back iv West- 
minster from that part of Ireland. This would 
be effectively what the Round Table asks. 
‘Then, let the two Irish States federate in an 
Trish Commonwesith. Let England wndetake 
to recogritse the soverreignty of that Commeon- 
wealth. That would satisfy the radical 
principle of our Republicans, while the con- 
tinued emstence of the Northern Parliament 
would secure the North azainet its febrs, 
beside bemg a precious means to preserve the 
local Northern culture—one of Ireland's chef 
glories: The acceptance by the Irish Common- 
wealth to the common citizenship of the 
Anglo-Celtic’ League would do away with the 
fear of Nortberners as to their international 
status—they would be what they are now. 

I believe ihat this plan would be recom- 
mended for acceptance by our Natianalist 
Jeaders if it were put as a firm offer. They 
would require, however, its acceptance, not 
under. constraint, but formally, by a 
Sovereign All-Ireland assembly. That would 
be to the interest of all sides, as it would 
safeguard the settlement against the assauits 
made on the present order on the charge 
that it is unconstitutional. Republicans 
hold that the Second Dail, or All-Ireland 
Sovereign. Assembly. never was dissolved, 
and alone can validate a settlement. Grant 
that or deny it, you can meet the objection 
by this method :— 

Get the settlement down as a proposed 
Charter. Then hold an all-Ireland general 
election to a Constituent Assembly Let 
that body, the T.D.’s and M.P.’s of all 
Ireland, meet at an historic but neutral spot, 
to wit, the Hill of Tara.

On the other hand, it 
mg Hi" the aim of good men to work for 
assimilation, A beginning would be made 
forthwith, whereby two-thirde of the miseries 
of the border would be ended, thus :—It 
would be part of the terms of agreement that 
neither State would tax the products of the 
other, whatever tariffs were raised against 
external produce. There would be free trade 
within Ireland itself. Derry would resume 
its imports of =e milk, getting that 
milk inspected uncer Federal authority. The 
Free State would import Ulster manufactures, 
rovided they were guaranteed by the 
Federal authority as to their Irish manufac- 
ture. Stady this carefully, all who know 
border polities, and how: both sides are suffer- 
ing at present. 

There would be Commonwealth preference, 
ensuring to England that whatever manufac- 
tures Ireland beught abroad would be mainly 
English; if the United States came into the 
scheme, Ireland might buy largely in America, 
but then America would buy y in 
England. 


IV._WHAT OF THE CROWN? 


There remains the Monarchy. I need not 
stress what we all know: the feeling of 
Nationalists towards the British Crown. Of 
old, before Prince Charlie died, there was a 
passionate common allegiance That has 
gone, The present Monarchy is regarded as 
the symbol cf Westminster—the British 
Ministers are personified in the Monarch. At 
the same time, our non-Nationalists have a 
strong affection for the Royal House, and 
would continue to resist Irish unity if it 
implied that they could not listen to the 
Royal broadcast at Christmas, addressing 
them as members of a family.

THE RECEIPTS 


Of the receipts taken at the different 
cinemas, approximately one-third goes to the 
Government in entertainment tax and filir 
duty ; another one-third is paid to the renters 
of the films, while the exhibitor secures the 
remainder. It is estimated that the renters 
pay about £50,000 or £60,000 each year in 
duties, and, while the exhibitors are charged 
ten per cent., this is not always recovered. 
The prices for admission to cinemas during 
the year have not been increased to any great 
extent, the only difference being in the case 
of some theatres which raised the price for 
the better seats from 2s. 4d. to 2s. 6d. 

One of the best indications of the pros- 
perity of the cinema industry in Dublin is 
contained in the fact that the number .í new 
cinemas is increasing continually. During the 
last year a new cinema was erected in Drum- 
condra, and one at Francis street with a 
seating capacity for 1,750 people. In addi- 
tion to these the Carlton in O'Connell street 
is being enlarged and renovated; the old 
Theatre Royal is being and con- 
verted into a cinema; a new cinema is being 
erected on the site. of the old Turkish Baths in 


St. Stephen’s Green; while a site for another 


cinema has been secured near the telephove 
exchange at Rathfarnham road. 


CENSOR’S TASK 


In the smaller towns t hout “the 
country cinemas that had been closed since 
the advent of the talking picture were re- 
opened last year and are doing well. The 
Irish Free State film censor during the year 
reviewed something like seven million gs of 
film, which constitutes a considerable incréase 
‘over the figure for the previous year. The 
cause for this is ascri to thé increase of 
the quota in respect of English pictures, 
which include those produced in this country. 

While there is invested in cinema exhibit- 
ing houses in the Free State a sum well in 
excess of a million pounds, scarcely any 
money has been put into production. Unless 
something untoward happens, during the 
coming year a production unit will be estab- 
lished in this country. 

The studio, it is learned, will produce 
pictures whose scenes are laid in this country, 
a nomber of shots using the Gaelic language, 
while attempts will be made to launch a 
‘news reel service licable to the country. 
As far as ‘Irish- uced pictures last year 
are concerned, the manager of one. cinema 
said that the poorest Irish picture was re-

KILLED FELLING TREE

FORESAW FATAL ACCIDENT 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Monday. 


Philip Walsh (40), Salruck, Leenane, carc- 
taker of Salrack Lodge, was killed by a fall- 
ing tree while felling timber in the Salruck 
wood. The tree which the deceased man was 
felling was growing in an awkward position 
over a rock and suddenly collapsed, the root 
striking him and inflicting injuries from 
which 8 died soon afterwards, 

At an inquest held by the Coroner (Mr. 
M. J. Allen) the deceased man’s brother said 
that the deceased man was standing with 
one foot on a branch of a holly tree and 
the other foot on the tree he was felling. 
Witness advised him not to cut the tree 
with a cross-cut, but with an axe, because 
he considered the deceased man was in a 
dangerous position. The deceased man saul 
that if the tree went without warning he 
would be a-dead man. When the tree was 
half-way cut the timber broke where they 
had been sawing it, and the deceased man 
was struck by the root and knocked down 
and covered with falling stones and earth.

STOWAWAYS SENTENCED

A German ship’s fireman and a young 
Austrian farm labourer, who stowed away 
at Torrevieja, in Spain, with the intention 
of getting to Japan, were at Belfast Police 
Court yesterday sentenced to four weeks’ 
imprisonment for having stowed away. They 
were Frederich Rudolf Bolter (24), from 
Erfurt, Germany, and Alois Steurer (20), 
from Kroembelich. 

Captain Scott Carpenter, oí” Messrs. J, 
and C. Harrison's ship Harborough, of Lea- 
don, bound from Australia to Belfast, said 
that, having received a wireless message 
from the Harlingen, they met on December 
10 off the coast of Portugal, where the stow- 
aways were transferred to his ship. Extracts 
from the official log of the Harlingen stated 
that she finished leading at Torrevieja, 
Spain, on December 1 for Moji, Japan. Th e 
ship was searched for stowaways, but none 
was found. On December 3 the fifth 
engineer discovered Bolter and Steurer’ in 
the steering engine room.
